1 . (Currently Amended) A four-wheeled vehicle comprising: 
a steering mechanism having a bar handle; 

a front part having right and left front Adieel^ 
a rear part having right and left rear wheels; 

the front and rear wheels defining a straidit line at a level e xtending in a longitudinal 
direction throuflfa uppermost tx)ints of the, front and rear wheels: 
a driver's seat disposed at said front part; and 

a rear passenger seat disposed behind said driver's seat and between said right and left rear 
iA4)eels, said rear passenger seat &cing foiwardly^ 

wherein the driver's scat is distx)sed at substantiallv the same l evel as the straight line, airi 
&e rear passen&er seat is disposed at a higher level than the driver^s seat . 

2. (Original) A four-wheeled vehicle according to claim 1, \?\4ierein said driver's seat includes a 
fiont part having driver^s footrests provided at opposite sides thereof, said driver's seat being fonned to 
allow a driver to sit astride thereon with his feet rested on said footrests, 

3. (Original) A four-wheeled vehicle according to claim 2, wherein each of said footrests has a 
side edge projecting irpwaidly. 

4. (Original) A four-wheeled vehicle according to claim 3, wherein said right fiont wheel and 
said right rear wheel provide a first straight line extending therethrou^, said left front wheel and said 
left rear wheel provide a second straight line extending therethrough, and said side edges are 
positioned witiiin a region defined between said first and second straight lines when viewed in top 
plaa 

5. (Original) A four-vrfieeled vehicle according to claim 2, fiirther comprising rear passenger's 
footrests di^sed behind said driver's footrests. 
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6. (Origiiial) A four-wheeled vehicle accordii>g to claim 1 , v^eidn said driver's seat and said rear 
passenger seats are opened at opposite si des thereof 

7. (Original) A four-wheeled vehicle according to claim 1 , vAerein said drivef s seat and said rear 
passeng^ seat are formed to allow passengers to sit astride thereon. 

8. (Original) A four-wheeled vehicle according to claim 1, wherein said drivot^s scat is positioned 
at substantially the same level as said rear passenger seat 

9. (Original) A four-wheeled vehicle according to claim 1 , wherein said rear passmger seat has 
bulged portions provided at op^she sides thaeof for providing a larger width than said drivel's seat. 

10. (Original) A four-wheeled vehicle according to claim 6, further comprising a front cover and a 
windshield disposed in fbont of said bar handle, and a body cover disposed behind and below said 
drivers seal 

1 1 . (Withdrawn) A four-wheeled vehicle according to claim 1 0, further comprising a roof member 
continuous with said windshield and di^osed above said driver's seat and said rear pass^^ger seat. 

12. (Orig^) A four-\^eeled vehicle according to claim 1 » further c<Mtnp[n$ing a power unit part 
disposed below one of said driver's seat and said rear passenger seat, said power unit part including a 
torque converter mechanisnrt 

1 3 . (Original) A four-wheeled vehicle according to claim 12, wherein said power unit part fhrther 
includes a transnnssdon mechanism for transmitting an output fiom said torque converter medianism to 
said right and left rear wiieels to drive said right and left rear wheels. 

14. (Original) A four-wheeled vehicle according to claim 1 , further comprising first side 
support members disposed at opposite sides of said driver's seat. 

1 5. (Original) A four-wheeled vehicle according to claim 1 , fiirther comprising second 
side support members disposed at opposite sides of said rear passenger seat. 

16. (Withdrawn) A four-wheeled vehicle according to claim IS, further comprising a storage 
portion, a roll bar and roof supporting posts provided behind said rear passenger seat, and at least 
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one of said storage portion, and said roll bar and said roof supporting posts is united vrith said 
second side support members* 

17. (Original) A four- wheeled vehicle according to claim 14, further comprising a backrest 
disposed behind said driver's seat and united with said first side support members. 

18. (Original) A four-wheeled vehicle according to claim U wherein said driver's seat and 
said rear passenger seat have a member disposed therebetween, said driver's seat and said rear 
passenger seat cooperating with each other to provide a single scat, said member being 
positioned at an intermediate part of said single seat. 

19. (Original) A four-wheeled vehicle according to claim 1, further comprising a power unit 
part disposed below said rear passenger seat, said front wheel and said rear wheel providing a 
straight line extending thipough the vicinities of uppermost points thereof, said power unit part 
being disposed below said straight line. 

20. (Qri^nal) A four-wheeled vehicle according to claim 1, further comprising a power 
unit pail disposed below said rear passenger seat, said power unit part including a forwardly directed 
engine. 

2 1 . (Currently Amended) A four-wheeled vehicle comprising: 

a ftont part having right and left fix^nt wlieels; 
a rear patt having right and lejft rear wheels; 

the front and rear wheels deftoing a straight line at a level extending in a longitudinal 
direction through uppermost points of the ftont and rear wheels: 
a driver's seat disposed at the front part; and 

a rear passenger seat disposed behind said driver's seat and between said right and left rear 
wheels, said rear passenger seat facing forwardly and being in the form of a bucket seal, 

wherein the driver's seat is disposed at substantiallv the sameJe vel as the straight line, and 
the rear passenger seat is disposed at a higher level than the driver's seat 

22. (Currently Amended) A four-wheeled vehicle comprising: 
a frcMat part having right and left front wheels;
